so happened that Garcia let loose the 
pesky piece of lead and Media did not 
happen to get. out of its way —a sad 
oversight on Media’s part. 
Media was taken to the County Hos­ 
pital, where Dr. Zaiser removed the 
bullet. 
Media is not. dangerously in­ 
jured. His assailant is in jail. 
Constable I.ogan Jackson of Orange 
and Deputy Bartley of El Modena got 
a description of Garcia, and trailed 
him to a Mexican’s house near llewes 
Hill. 
There they found Garcia's bug­ 
gy , but no Garcia.
